Nos. 49, 52, 62, 63 and 81.) 

REVOLUTIONARY TIMES 

39 — Site on river bluff where it Is supposed the FIRST CANNON 
SHOT to be fired at a British ship in Georgia waters occurred 
March 3rd, 1776. 

40 — Site of TONDEE'S TAVERN, where Liberty Pole was raised 
June 5th, 1775. Provincial Congress met here July 4th, 1775. Was 
OLD MANSION HOUSE in 1839. Tablet marker on spot. 

41— Site of FIRST BATTLE OF REVOLUTION IN GEORGIA. (Now 

42 — Site of HOME of GOV. SIR JAMES WRIGHT, who was captured 
here and broke his parole in 1776. In 1818 GOV. TELFAIR'S 
SON built his home here, which is the front portion of the 
Academy now. TELFAIR ACADEMY opened 1886. 

43 — Site of BRITISH BARRACKS, 1777. Home of Mr. Roma, 1809. 
Torn down 1916. (Now No. 10 East State Street.) 

44 — TRADITIONALLY THE OLD DUELING GROUND. Probably 
Button Gwinnett shot here by Gen. Lachlan Mcintosh, 1777. 
Duels were later fought on HUTCHINSON ISLAND. 

45— Old DUNNING HOUSE, where GEN. AUGUSTINE PREVOST 
(British) made his headquarters in 1779. (Now 24 East Brough- 
ton Street.) 

46 — Site seventy-five feet east of spot where SERGEANT WILLIAM 
JASPER was shot while rescuing the colors, October 9th, 1779. 
Tablet on exact spot. 
POPULATION In 1779 (after the seise) was 750. 

47 — Old EPPINGER MANSION and INN where President Washington 
was entertained in 1791. First State Legislature met here, 1782. 
Home of Gen. L. Mcintosh. This is the oldest brick house in 
town — No. 110 East Oglethorpe Avenue. 

48 — Site of Harris and Habersham Commercial house, established 
1743; shipped stores to England 1749. Site of CUSTOM HOUSE 
in Commercial Row, (see 12). 

49 — Site of NEWELL and BOLTON MARKET, 1787. Burned 1788; 
rebuilt 1811. (see Nos. 38, 52, 62, 63, 81). 

50 — Site of UNITARIAN CHURCH (brick). Moved to Harris and 
Habersham Streets, (see 96, 103). Site of Gov. J. Tattnall's 
house, which was confiscated in 1782 by the State Legislature 
and sold to Col. James Jackson. 

51 — Site of INN where PRESIDENT G. WASHINGTON was enter- 
tained in 1791. Destroyed 1887. Odd Fellows' Building built 
1887; burned 1889; rebuilt 1890. 

52 — Site of MARKET PLACE. 1763. Moved to Ellis Square, present 
site, (see Nos. 38, 49, 62, 63 and 81). 

53 — site of COTTON EXCHANGE before moving into present 
quarters in 1887. (Organized 1872.) 

54_Site of OLD PHILIP ALTMAN HOUSE, 1770. 

55— Site of CHIEF JUSTICE'S lot, 1770. 

56— Site of COLONIAL COUNCIL HOUSE about 1774. Torn down 
1831. JOHN WESLEY preached here from March, 1736, to 
December, 1737. 75 feet east of present tablet marker. Site of 
STATE ARSENAL, burned in fire of 1889 (see 107). SAVAN- 
NAH VOLUNTEER GUARDS, built 1886. Marker on spot, (see 
109). PRESENT FEDERAL BUILDING, built 1899, (see 12, 18). 

B7_Site of INDEPENDENT PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH, 1796 to 1800, 
(see Nos. 61, 76 and 21). First BAPTIST CHURCH 1800 to 1832, 
(see No. 131). FIRST AFRICAN CHURCH from 1832 until the 
present time. FIRST AFRICAN CHURCH organized 1788. 
POPULATION IN 1704 WAS 2.5O0. 

58 — Site of OLD EXCHANGE, built 1799. M. de LaFayette dined 
here in 1825. Present CITY HALL built 1904. Bell placed in 
old building 1804 and is now in Rourke's Foundry cupola, (see 
17). Post Office was in old Exchange about 1849, (see Nos. 56, 60 
and 125). 
POPULATION IN 1798 WAS 0,220. 

60 site of MASONIC LODGE built 1799; torn down 1888. Solomon's 

Dodge chartered 1735, (oldest Lodge in continuous existence in 
United States). Moved to 102, later Whitefield Building. Post 
Office here in 1891. Moved here from Bay and Drayton Streets. 
(See Nos. 56. 58 and 125.) 

61— Site of INDEPENDENT PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH. Built 180(; 
blown down 1804, (see Nos. 57, 76 and 21). 
POPULATION IN 1800 WAS 5.106. 

62— Site of PUBLIC MARKET, 1800 to 1802. (See Nos. 38, 49, 5i, 

63— i?te of BRANCH PUBLIC MARKET, 1802 to 1811. (See Nos. 31, 
49, 52, 62 and 81.) 
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Organized 1891 
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06 — HOME of GEN. FRANCIS S. BARTOW (war with States). 

07— Site of "OLD GRANITE HALL," which was used as a CONFED- 
ERATE ARSENAL, (see 56). Burned by Sherman December 20th, 
1864. Hundred buildings burned at the same time. 
POPULATION IN 1870 WAS 28,225. 

08— Site of WATER TOWER. Built 1853. 

09 — Site of FEMALE ORPHANS' HOME. Organized in 1801. Lot 
granted them 1839. SAVANNAH VOLUNTEER GUARDS, orga- 
nized in 1802, (see 56). 

10— Site of NOBLE MUSEUM 1871. T. M. C. A., (see 89, 131), moved 
from northwest corner Jones and Bull Streets. 

11 — Site of Y. M. H. A., formerly organized as YOUTHS' HISTORICAL 
SOCIETY In 1874. 

12— Site of KELLY'S WHARF, where fire of 1876 started. 

13 — Site of TOBACCO INSPECTOR'S OFFICE in 1812. 
POPULATION IN 1800 WAS 43,180. 

14 — Site of St. Andrew s Hall, built in 1850. President Fillmore en- 
tertained at a ball here in 1854. St. Andrews Society organized 
in 1790. CHELBRA TALMUD TORAH (Jewish Synagogue) about 
1897, (see 80). (Turner Hall.) 
POPULATION IN 1000 WAS 54,000. 

16 — First CHURCH OF CHRIST, SCIENTISTS, located here in 1900. 
First services held in city in 1893. Church organized 1899. For- 
merly Metropolitan Volunteer Fire Co., (organized 1865). Old 
city guard house, (see 77, 143). Now Metropolitan Hall. 

17— SAVANNAH CONSERVATORY OF MUSIC, located here in 1900. 

18 — SAVANNAH SCHOOL FOR PHYSICAL TRAINING, in 1900. 
POPULATION IN 1010 WAS C5.O00. 

19— Site of NAVAL MILITIA BOAT HOUSE in 1910. 

20 — "BIG DUKE" FIRE BELL rings at noon day. Site of Oglethorpe 
Fire Co., (volunteer, organized 1847). 

21— TELFAIR HOME FOR WIDOWS (opened 1883). 

22 — Site of REPUBLICAN NEWSPAPER OFFICE, 1837. (Organized 
in 1802.) 

23 — Site of SAVANNAH GEORGIAN NEWSPAPER OFFICE, 1837. 
(Established 1818, suspended business 1854.) 

24 — BANK OF SAVANNAH BUILDING, 1837. 

25 — Site of POST OB'FICE, (see Nos. 12, 60, 56 and 58). 

26 — DRINKING FOUNTAIN presented to city by John King in 1830. 

27 — Site of HOGAN STORE, where fire of 1889 started. 

28— Site of SCREVEN HOUSE HOTEL. (Now torn down.) 

29— Site of HAYWOOD & GAGE ICE CO., 1870. 

30 — Old HOME of CENTRAL RAILWAY & BANKING CO. 1843 to 
1896. (Chartered 1835.) Gen. Geary's Headquarters December 
21, 1864. 

31 — Site of LYCEUM HALL. FIRST PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH 
worshiped here. Was organized in 18?.7; held meetings here until 
1834, (see No. 89). Y. M. C. A. moved from here to northwest 
corner Jones and Bull Street, (see 89, 110). 

65— Site of "THE PALLISADOES" (PALISADES) 1735. This fence 
extended to ths Fort (present Oglethorpe Square). 

66— Site of GROUP OF PINE TREES 1735. 

67 — Site of BARRY ORPHANS HOME (male). First Catholic Or- 
phanage in Georgia. Moved to No. 72. 

68 — Site of GERMANIA FIRE CO. 1880. 

69— Site of First CATHOLIC COLORED SCHOOL.
